I have concluded that I should resign from the 
President’s Board of Consultants on Foreign Intelligence 
Activities to take effect at the earliest practical date. 

I still have time-consuming commitments in connection 
with the President’s Science Advisory Committee and, in 
addition, I have been asked by the President to undertake 
another assignment. In order to discharge these obliga- 
tions, I must drop some other things, and the Board of 
Consultants is one of them. 

I regret leaving the Board very much for I have 
enjoyed the associations and X have been deeply Interested 
in the assignment of the Board. I also feel a certain 
filial sense of allegiance since I had the Initial respon- 
sibility of getting the Board into operation. 

In the absence of General Persons, who is on vaca- 
tion, I have reported my decision to General Goodpaster ^ 
and I am writing to Allen Dulles, sending him a copy of 
this letter . 

It is not within my province to suggest a replace- 
ment, but if I were asked to make such a suggestion, it 
would be Dr. William 0. Baker. His fixed term on the 
President’s Science Advisory Committee expires at the end 
of this calendar year. He has, as you well know, gone 
very deeply into some of the problems of importance to 
the Board, and I would think that he would have an impor- 
tant continuing contribution to make. 

It has been a particular personal pleasure for me 
to have the opportunity of working with you.
